DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record of Okerlund (US65261 17) describes substituting a phase 
dependent image slice image set from another phase within a sub-volume image set is 
substituted for a misaligned image set to facilitate increasing diagnostic characteristics 
of an optimal working image set such that the optimal set includes image sets taken at 
different phase ranges. The non-patent literature of Mostafavi describes a post 
processing algorithm to create volumetric motion sequences. Sorting images into time 
bins then calculating an average delta phase from one time bin to the next time bin. 

Neither Okerlund nor Mostafavi describe or suggest a method that includes 
specifying at least one target phase in a physiological cycle of motion by calculating an 
average delta phase that is an average of phase differences between consecutive 
images of generated images, and sorting the generated image based on the target 
phase to generate at least one set of images.
